CLERICAL ASSISTANCE. 

In the Northern Parliament yesterday, 

Mr. John Milne Barbour, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Finance, presented 
an estimate for £81,067 for the period ending 
Sist March, 1923. He explained that in con- 
nection with the financial services on the 22nd 
of Notember last mutual. arrangements had 
been made with the imperial Government for 
disehatging certain duties not originally con- 
templated. This cntailed in some branches of 
the dd@partments additional clerical assistance. 
The total number in the Financial, Department 
was 187,.excluding Ministers. Of this number

recruited locally, mostly as temporary clerks.

That was a matter which, in the long run, 
would be, and should be, met by the Imperial 
authorittes, even if this were net so, the 
risk which Ulster would run in not being pre- 
pared was a risk which not a single member 
of his Cabinet would undertake. Consequently, 
Ulster must look forward, he hoped with con- 
fidence, and certainly with the knowledge, that 
if anybody else failed, the Ulster people would 
not fail in meeting any bill that was necessary 
to combat the -evil with which they might be 
faced.

KILMAINE INCIDENT. 


RR“ 
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REGULAR FOR€ES ARRIVE. 

The situation in Kilmaine was relieved on 
Monday evening, says our Claremorris Corre- 
spoudent, when Commandant Mitchell, of the 
Reguler forces, I.R.A., arrived jin the village 
from Athlone on an armoured car, with a well 
equipped force on a lorry. The relief party was 
received bv the Rev. Father Healy and his 
cuests. Commandant Symons and the other 
three officers, who had been there since Sun. 
day, and had been denied a safe conduct by the 
irregulars, were taken over in their own car. 
The whole party drove to Ballinrobe, the 
armoured car, named “ The Ballinalee,’’ lead. 
ing. i 
A halt was made outside the Roman Catholic 
chureh ‘grounds, and in front of the barracks 
occupied by the irregular force. Commandant 
Mitchell met Commandant-General Maguire, of 
the irregulars, and demanded from him the re- 
lease of the six young men who were held pri- 
soners in the old military barracks, also in pos- 
cession of his forces, pointing out that their 
dotention was a violation of the truce. The 
Commandani-General refused their release, and 
Commandant Mitchell gave him and his men 48 
hours t® hand over the prisoners, intimating 
that failaré would be followed by the storming 

the barracks. 

The party then drove off, and were cheered as 
they left the town for Athlone. 

On Thesday there was great excitement in 
Ballinrobe. The irregulars are mobilising forces 
from different parts of the country and are pour- 
ing into the town, and elaborate preparations are 
being made for its defence.

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RUSSIAN FAMINE MENACE, 
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GENOA’S TASK TO AVERT 


EUROPEAN PERIL. 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

At its meeting this morning the Council! of 
the League of Nations dealt. with the Russian 
famine question. Dr. Nansen spoke of the 
revages caused by disease and hunger in Russia, 
and urged that the Governments represented 
on the League of Nations should investigate 
the situation. 

The Earl of Balfour expressed the opinion 
that the proper body to consider the question 
was the Genoa Conference, and moved a resolu. 
tion recommending that the Genoa Conference, 
or one of its Commissions, should carefully con- 
sider the Nansen proposal, with a view to co- 
ordinating all the elements of information avail- 
able to Western Europe for the study of 
Russia, especially as regards the extent to 
which she is affected by famine and disease, as 
well as regards the consequences such a state 
of things may have on the reconstruction of 
Europe from the economic point of view.

In the Northern House of Commona yesterday

Government with respect’ to ‘that matter; and 
what action he proposed to take in regpect of 
that effort to ignore the authority of the 
Northern Parliament. 

The Prime Minister said—The statement to 
which ny hon. friend the member for North 
Beifast refers as having appeared in the local 
Press is correct. Notwithstanding that my right 
hon. friend the Minister of Labour and the 
Minister of Labour in the ‘Provisional Govern- 
ment were in complete accord as regards all 
matters in connection with the Joint Railway 
Commission, the Provisional Government have 
refused to honour the agreement arrived at laet 
February between the two Ministers of Labour 
and the representatives of the railway com- 
panies and the trade unions. 

As regards the alleged reason for breaking 
this agreement, I wish to state that my Govern- 
ment has in no way failed to carry out the 
London pact, and also to point out that the 
terms of that pact have no connection what- 
ever with the agreement to set up a Joint Rail- 
way Commission. The Chairman of the Com- 
mission for Southern Ireland is in complete 
error when he states that the Southern Ireland 
Commission has any authority to deal with rail- 
way matters in Northern Ireland. My right
